the one hand opnosed to dictatershin and terrorism on the other - the 
Mongols, amall ag their forces may be. desire to take part in the defensa 
against dictatorghip aad terrorism and to sttain democracy and freedom for 
themaelves. It is te the Americans, the leading force in the democratic 
camp, that we Mongols are making owr anpeal, so that they may realize the 
benefits te be derived from their aiding the Mongols, not caly from a 
moral standpoint but also for reasons of cormon interest, and that they 
may be able to fermulate a definite policy and act accordingly. Guidance 
from the Americans for the realization of thie clan is earnestly sought.

FIAN WOR THE BSTARLISHNENT OF A MONGOL NATION 
Mengolia of the past: 


Ary study of Mongolia'’s past reveals that for more than 4,000 years the 
history of Agia has been the story of the stregele between the races of 
the north and those of the south. In other words, the hi story of the 
rivalry between the nomadic races of the north and the agriculture) 
races of the south ie, in itself, the hiatory of Asin. The Honsols are 
the representative race of the northern nomads. 


A. Ghinese-Mongol relations in the pasts 
With the Great Wall as the line of demarcation, the dynasties of 
vhina rose and fell as the races to the north ascended or descended 


in power. The Mongols were a race of fighters. Vietorious in battle, 
they enterad China, took control of the Central Plain and established 
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the famous dynasty of Yuan. Although the Yuan Dynasty was replaced 
anpreximately 100 years later by the Chinese Ming Dynasty, the 
Gbinegse never really gained control of the Mongols north of the 
Great Wall. 


Soon after the Mongols had withdrawn to the lend of their origin in 
the north, another nomadic race of the north, the Manchue (Tungas), 
sabjugated China. At the outset, as preparation for their entrance 
into China and the establishment of a dynasty, the Manchus be= 
friended the strong Mongol fighters and signed a military alliance 
with the eastern Mongols. With this alliance, the preparations of 
the Manchus were completed, and they were able to establish the 
Ch'ing Dynasty. However, the Manchas feared the Mongols and uti= 
lized Mancha political nower and the Buddhist religion to divid 

the Mongols and weaken their will and fighting spirit. As a result, 
toward the end of the Chiing Dynasty, the Mengeol strength began to 
decrease. With the establishment of the Republic of China, the 
Mongols were innocently persuaded by the Chinese slogan, *Harnony 
among the Five Races," te ccoperate with China, and they gradually 
and unknowingly became subjects of the new Chinese government. 


However, at no time, since the beginning of history, has China ever 
conquered the Mongol race. The Great Wall of China stands today as 
strong historical evidence of Mongoi-Chinese relations. Moreover, 
in Outer Mongolia, and, until the establishment of the Menchoukwo 
sovernment, in the various regions of Inner Mongolis, Mongol im< 
fluences have remained, and, although a part of the territory has 
been lost, the Mongol land, peonle and organization have been pre= 


_ served by the Mongola, 


fherefore, 1t cannot be said that they were completely subjugated by 
the Chinese. It is a great loss to the Mongol race that Chinese 
historians should write of the Yuan and Chiing Dynasties as part of 


their own history. 


Summary of the Mongol revoluticuary movements: 


in spite of the conflict between the Mongol concept of land owned by 
the race, & concent originating from Mongol nomadism, and the Chinese 
conceot of land owned privately, and the resulting numerous clashes 
between the Chinese and the Mongols, the Chinese have persisted in 
the poltey of sending their farmers to Mongolia to cultivate the 
land. A large uumber of Chinese have migrated to Inner Mongolia, 
mixed with the Mongols and established provinces and counties. 
Trouble hag arisen continuously between the Chinese provinces and 
counties and the Mongol leesues and banners on matters of conflicting 
interest. Opvosition te Mongol antonomy has been voiced by the Chin= 
ese immigrants even while exvloitation of the Mongols uy Chinese mer= 
chents was ramnant, which finally provoked revolutionary movements in 
the various Mongol regions. These movementa, with freedem as their 
goal, have spread over various parts of Outer and Inner l-ongolia: like 
engry waves. In outline form, they are as follows: 


(1) The Indeveadence Movement in Outer Mongoliag 


the outbreak of the 1911 (Hsin Hat) Revolation lighted the 
fuse to the Outer Mongolian inéenendence movements. At this time, 
the head of the first Outer Mongolian Independence Movement, 
Living Buddha Jebeengdamba, as well as the other leaders of the 
Outer Mongolian Government, attempted to bring Inner Mongolia 
inte their euhere of jurisdiction and carried on activities for 
that purpose among the Inner Mongolian banners. leaders in 
parts of Ulanjao and Yehejo Leagues desired to unite with Outer 
. Mongolia, with Lowangnorbo, Jasag of Durbet Banner (115-50, 
HiehO), in the lead. However, although Outer Mongolia finally 
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nequired her indenendence, Inner Mongolia's attempt to merge 
with Outer Mongolia was defeoted by the political activities 
of General CHANG Chih=teeng (Af 13 @ ) of Suiyuan Province. 


(2) The Indevendence Fovement in Hulun Beir 


The first indepvendeace movement in Halun Buir ran its course 
from December 1911 to February 1922, and from 1915 to 1920, 
Hulun Suir enjoyed a period oF autonomy. 


In 1921, a Youth Organization sprang up in this region, the 
result of the revolutionary movement in Outer Mongolia. In 
1923 or 1924, a wery close relationship was established be- 
tween the Youth Organization and the National Revolutionary 
Party in Outer Mongolia. 


(3) The Ming Pano (a8 4% ) indecendence Movement in the Botha 
Region, under the leadership of Enbojap: 


In the history of Chins. there is an incident always referred: 
to by the Chinese as the "Mongol Bandit Uprising." rom the 
spring of 1913 until October 1916, General Babojap led Mongol 
troovs inte eastern Mongolia and defeated Chinese Government 
treops wherever he found them. The Mongel Army advanced to 
Kuochiatien (12-36, 43-21) end west to Linhsi (118-28, 43-32), 
which they captured. con after the fall of Linhsi, General 
RaboJjap was killed in an engagement with Chinese Government 
forces. later, the Mongol Army occunied Ujummchin and Horchin 
Fanners and. were active for « time, but most of the men dis= 
persed after the death of their commander. 


(4) The Indevendence Movement of Togtoho Toi jiz 


fn 1°11 Togteho Taiji of Gorlos Banner also organized a volunteer 
arsiy, but nothing came of it, and Togtoho sought refuge in 
Oater Mongolia, where he later tecane i11 and died. 


<5) The Independence Movement of the Inner Mongolian National Partys 


im 1925 the Youth Party in Hulun Buir joined revolutionary 
elements in Inner Mongelia and organized the National Party, 
with Inner Mongolian independence asa its goal. Later, however, 
because a rift develoved within the party between radical and 
moderate elements, and because of the sunpreasion suffered at 
the hands of Marshal CHANG Tec-lin, the radical elements sepa= 
rated from the party and orgenized an Inner Mongolian Youth 
Party. This group began underground activities, with senara= 
tion and indeverdence fror China as the goal, while the moderate 
&roup joined the Chinesé Kaonintang and attempted to gain Inner 
Mongolisa satonomy through the gan Min Cha I. 


(6) The Indevendence Movement of the Inner Mongolian Youth Perty, 
led by Mereed (Nerse/ knowa also by the Chinese name of KUO 
Tage k 4 

neonta/ 3a 

In 1923, with the death of CHANG Ten-lin and the unsettled 
political sitaation in Manchuria, KUO Tao-fu, the organizer 
of the Inner Mengolian Youth Party which broke away from the 
Inner Mongolian National Party, started in Hulun Buir an in-= 
fependence movement which reached as far ag Shilingol and Ulen- 
Jan Leagues. Uprisingsa as a result of the movement occurred in 
the Hailar (119-4, h@u13) area, bus were sunpressed by CHANG 
Estieh-liang, successor te CHANG @se—in. 
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(7) The Revolutionary Movement of Prince TE: 


This Hevement waa begun by ths Mongols themselves without 

any foreign support and was guided by the racial conacious- 
neas of the people. The movement started in 1933. Later, with 
new developments in the general situation in Asia, Javanese in= 
flzence entered into the picture, and, in a common defense 
against Commnien, the Mongols were forced to cooperate with |. 
the Jananese, there no longer being a question as to whether 
thia cooperation was deairabla. 


the following is the sequence of events in Prince TE a re= 
volutionsry moverient: the establishment of the Mongolian 
Autonomy Political Affairs Council in accordance with the 
decisions of the Mongolian Antoneny Preparatory Couneil in 
Pailingmiao (110-27, 41-50); the establishment of the Mongoldan 
Military Gevernmenat in Tehma (116-08, 25-27): the offensive 
against FU Tee-1 in Inmer Mengolias the satablishment of the 
Mongolian Federated Antonomous Government in Suiynan; and later, 
by including the two autonomous governments of Sevth Chahar and 
North Shansi, the establishment of the Mongolian Allted Ante- 
nomous Government in 1959. In 1940 the name was changed to the 
Mongolian Autopomous State. Throughout all these changes, the 
selection of leaders was made according to democratic principles, 
they being elected by the Mongol Assembly. 


Of all the Inner Mongolian revolutionary movements, this one 
was the largest in scale, and it was not effected by only one 
Growp, as were the movements conducted by only the nobility 
(Wang Kung) or the Mongol youth. For the first time in Mongol 
revolutionary hiatory, the princes, the youth, lamas and people 
of all classes were joined together in one movement. Prince PR 
was considered, to have advanced ideas and most of those who 
gathered about him were ardently nationalistic Mongel youths. 
thas, his prineinal supnort came from among the young people. 
He ateered a middle course, wisely pacifying and controlling 
the two divergent erovps, the young peondle and nobility, and 
maintaining a fortunate balance between the rapid reforms de- 
manded, by the young people and the conservative policies de= 
sired by the nobility. 


Owen Lattimore writes, "Prince TH believes that there is a general 
trend for the restoration of the monarchy which may sweep from 
inner Mongolia into Outer Mongolia. The symbol of this trend 
was the coronation of F'u ¥4 as the monarchic ruler of Manchove 
keo. Thie was a welcome sifm not only te: the Menchurians, bat 
also to the Mongols.® However, about the time that Prince PE 
met Cwen Lattimore, he may have had the idea that there was a 

. &eneral trend for the restoration of the monarchy, but when he 
started his revolutionary movement, he definitely had no such 
ides. With the surrender of Japan in 1945, the revolutionary 
movement crumbled, but vome of Prince Es followers sre still 
carrying on underground activities for the restoration of tha 
Mongol nation. . 


(8) In 1945, at the end of the Second World War, revolutionary move<. 
ments sprang up indenendentiy in eastern and western Mongo lia. 
These movemente are discessed farther slong. 


Co Struggle of diverse inflmences in Mongolia in recent times? 


in recent times, the strucgle of the Great Powers in Asia has shifted 
from the sea to the continent. That is, Russia advanced on the con- 
tine: & to become active in Manchuria and Mongolia and relegated sca 
power to a position of secondary importance. England mobilized har 
forces on the continent to connect her land power with her sea power. 
Japan also participated in this struggle. Thas, Asia entered into 
its "eontinental period." Commenting on the clash between the con= 
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tinental powers, Wilbur Batton, world authority on China’a 

border problems, stated, "From the place where Temur tullt the 
‘Pyramid of skulls’, across the old battlefields of Genghis Khen, 
and over the ‘Roof of the World! to the Yangtze Valley, & strugele 
ig now going on between the British Empire, Soviet Ruasia and Japan. 
The area in which the struggle is teking place is the borderland of 
China, a place about which the world knows nothing at all.® The 
rivalry for continental power in the berderland ef China was cen@ 
tered around two regions, ie., England and Russia in the Sinklang 
region, and Japan and Ruasia in the Mongol region. The rivalry 
iavolving the Mongols was particularly iatense. The struggles 
between Japan and Russia ghifted from the sea to the continens 
early in the 20th century and has since moved éraiually fron 
Manchuria to southeastern Siberia and from there to northweat 

Chins, and Mongellia. 


Count Carlo Sforza, former Italian Minister in Chinn and now an 
authority on Yar Eestern problema in the Italien Senate, bas stated, 
“Manchuria and Mongolia are the present-day Balkena; Vladivastok is 
the Sevastopol of tomorrow." Commenting on this, Cwen Lattimore 
has aaid, “In writing about the fate of Asia, Count Sferca ignores 
the part played by the continental influence on shaping the fate of 
China, emohasizing only the part played by the sea influence. While 
the Count fully acknowledges that che western towers turned toward 
Asia from the sea, he has disregarded the histery, traditions and 
immortance of the region between the Great Wall and Siberia. The 
establishment o% Manchoulkwo is significeans because the continental 
lafluence, centered in the districta north of the Great Wall, in 
overcoming the weetern influences anpreaching China from the sea." 
in other worda, the border of Manchoulmo near Vladivostok is not aa 
amoortant 2s the Mongol border. Lattimore thas emphasiged the im= 
nertence of Mongolia. The Japanese concept of Mongolia was as 
follows: “Mongolia 45 the first line of defense against Communt on. 
it ig the lifeline of Javan." As explained above, Mongolia becans 
the region of rivalry among Russia, Japan, England and, of course, 
China. It was even called the key ts the fature ef Asia end appeared 
as if it might become the center of international volitica. 


Mongolia of the present: 


4a can be seen by a study of its histery, Mongolia once spread far out 
into Europe and Agia, but because of inadequate transportation facilities 
in those days, vast areas were isolated from one another. Wits the dis= 
pergai of newer and the Gevotion of the leaders to literary pursuits, to 
the neglect of military discipline, as well as the sutferings endured at 
the hands of the Manchurian Ch'ing Dynesiy and the Chinese, Mongelia vas 
greatly weakened. Although Outer Mongolia haa become independent again 
through the aasistence of Russia and America, Inner Mongolia bes not yet 
recovered her former status. 


China hes violated the San Min Chu. I (Three People's Principles), vhich 
eall for the "supnort of the minority races within the country end the 
randering of assistance to them in their attempt to gain autonomy and 
self-determination,® and hes inatesd attempted to bring about the dige 


integration of the minority vaces within the country. The Chinese Govern 


gent at the present time has two plane for Inner Mongolia. One ia te 
disorganize and disintegrate it: the other is te assimilate the Mongols 
through the influence of Chinese culture, The ultimate aim of both of 
these policies is te eliminate the Mongols as a racial entity. Bowev er , 
the Mongol peonle, who inhabit that vass streteh of land to the north of 
the Great Wall and extending into Slberin, upen looking back into their 
glorious history to Tamerlane and Genghis Khen and seeing themsolvea as 
the builder: 3f the great nation which covered more than half of Europe, 
will become more and more racially conscious, eso that there is net the 
slightest possibility of their being disintegrated or assimilated. The 
Mancherian Ineldent in 131 began a2 era of unjust political sand economia-. 
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al control by the Javanese militarists. However, the Mongols alao 
derived many benefits from the Javanese in matters pertaining to 
calture and efucation, health and senitation facilities, training 
of technicians, equipving, training of the military and the fostering 
of the people's racial consciousness. 


The fact that the USSR effected the independence of Outer Mongolia 
ané, then made her a buffer atate need not be elaborated on here, for 
it is well known to the world. The USSR has aleo reached into Inner 
Mongolia for the game nurpose. On tie surface, Rugaia is not taking 
amy direct part in activities in Inner Mongolia at the present tine, 
bat there is no doubt that she is carrying on activities through she 
Mongolian People’s Republic and the Chinese Communists. 


fa August 1945, Sorlet troops entered Inner Mongolia, and when they 
withdrew, took with them meh of the neople's livestock, thus indirect- 
iy planting the seeds of Communism. Because of this, the Inner Mon= 
Goltan people found it very difficult to maintain their Livelihood. 


When the Javsnese surrendered, a provisional government of the Inner 
Mongolian Revublic was established 4a Sunit Richt Banner (112-53, 
42-40) and.in Wangyehmiae (122-01, 46-05) an Eastern Mongolian Auto= 
nomous Government vaa formed. Hoth of these were without foreign 
saenort and were purely national organizations of the people, but 
soon after, the Inner Mongolian Autonomous Movement Alliance, or 
Allied Council (IMAMA), was established with YUN fse az the head. 
The Inner Mongolian Republic's temporary government mentioned above 
was destroyed by the Chinese Communists and included in the IMAMA, 
The Zastern Mongolian Autonomous Government also compromised and vas 
merged with the IMAMA. 


later, since there was a great deal of opposition from the Racial 
Princivle advocates, an Inner Mongolian Autonomous Government was 
established in Mey 18947. it has jurisdiction over all of Inner Mon= 
golia with the exception of the Hulun fuir Region, which was made into 
& especial autonomoas district... (According to reports, the Chinese Com= 
manistes have nothing to do with Hulun Buir, the region being directly 
administered by the Soviets and the Mongolian People's Republic.) 


fn spite of the fact that Mongolia is idenlly lecated as the first line - 
of defenge aceinat Commanism, the Chinese unfortunately seem unavare of 
this and do net even @onsi¢er adopting a policy towards Inner Mongolie 
similar te that adonted by the Ruesians towards Outer Mongolia. This is 
merely further evidence of the ineptness of the Chinese in things poli- 
tical. 
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
